Rt. Hon, W. L. Mackenzie King Receives’ | 


Great Ovation at Conclusion of Thrill- 
ing Two-hour Address 


PLEDGES TARIFF REDUCTION | 


Prosperity Can Be Restored, Not by Blast- 
ing Way Into Markets, but in Spirit of 
Bearing One Another’s Burdens 


Amid a hushed silence, electrical in its intensity, Rt. 
Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King ended a thrilling two-hour ad- 
dress in the Empire Theatre last night with the words: 

“We can restore the peace and prosperity of Canada. 
- « + It can be done, not by threats of blasting our way 
into the markets of the world, but in the spirit of bearing 
one another’s burdens.” 

As he finished, spontaneous applause broke out from| 
the two thousand people who had packed the auditorium 
and stage. It developed into an ovation by way of tribute 
to the speaker for the plans and policies of the Liberal party 
that he had unfolded to them, and the high plane on which | 
he had launched his appeal to their intelligence and spirit. 


Will Long Be Remembered 


He is a little greyer in hair and paler with the flight 
of years, than when he was last in Edmonton; a little less 
fleshy, his voice a little less resonant at the beginning— 
though it warmed up with use—but it was the same Wm. 
Lyon Mackenzie King, student and statesman, with added | 
years and an added sense of responsibility. His address— 
most of which went out on the radio to other parts of the 
province—will long be remembered by those who crowded | 
the Empire auditorium and stage to their fullest capacities | 
last night, for its deep earnestness, its insight into western| 
problems, and its fidelity to revered principles. 


“T have never before felt such a sense of responsibility 
seeking control of government at such a time as the present, | 
and never have I felt it more than since I entered the prov- | 
ince of Alberta and realized the difficulties that you are 
facing,” he said at the outset of his two-hour address. He | 
was obviously under the sense of that responsibility through- | 
out his entire address as he dealt with the question of tar- 
iffs, trade and money control, and showed how these af- 
fected the daily welfare of western workers. 


I7th Year as Leader 


“I am entering on my 17th year as leader of the Liberal | 
party of Canada. No other party leader, so far as I know, 
in any other part of the British Empire has continued so| 
long,” he said, in paying tribute to the lessons he had learned | 
as a young member of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s cabinet, of his | 
decision as a youth of sixteen entering University to study 
political economy and the principles of government, and of 
his settlement work as a post-graduate student of sociology | 
in London and Chicago. 


“My mother was born when her father was in exile for 
his efforts to resist the old Family Compact, and for years} 
they suffered hardships in their fight for principles of just- | 
ice in government. I think I preferred politics to a business | 
career because it seemed to me that politics offered the 
means of securing the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber.” 

Telling of how he and his colleagues came into power 
in 1921 under conditions of hardship in Canada as a result 
of high tariffs that had reduced the trade of Canada, and 
of how a policy of lowering tariffs and extending trade with | 
other nations had restored trade and prosperity, he said: “I | 
have no fears of not being able to effect recovery through 
the application of Liberal policies. Every time we lowered 
tariffs we found trade increased.” 

He pledged his party to “an immediate and substan- | 
tial reduction in tariffs on the instruments of production 
and an immediate and substantial reduction in the tariffs 
on the necessaries of life,” pointing out that the Bennett 
tariffs are so high that they prohibit trade, rob the Treas- 
ury, give monopolists excess profits and force the gov- 
ernment to impose nuisance and sugar taxes. 


Control Credit and Currency 


Dealing with the urgent need for monetary reform and 
the fight that the Liberals in the House had made against 
havnig a privately-owned and controlled central bank, Mr. 
King said that under the Bennett legislation the government | 
had lost what measure of control it used to have under the 
Treasury system. 

“The government securities have all been handed over 
to the Central Bank and also the $69,000,000 of gold that | 
formerly was in the custody of the Treasury. All has been | 
handed over to the private bank, without a single govern- 
ment representative on the Board with a vote or a voice. 

“We wanted a National Bank, not another private 
bank. Instead of money control by private bankers we 
want bank control vested in Parliament. The great ques- 
tions of today are all financial ones. 

“Until the control of credit and currency are taken 
away from private money lords, vested in the government 
and recognized as its most conspicuous and sacred re- 
sponsibility, all talk of democracy and control of govern- 
ment is futile.” 

Several times Mr. King referred to Social Credit. “I’m 
glad to see there are some Social-Crediters here. I’ve come 
here to speak to you,” he said, when a mention of Social | 
Credit brought some applause. 


Promises Fair Deal for Alberta 


He told of his interview Wednesday with Premier Aber- 
hart and of his offer to treat the Alberta government with | 
the same fairness that he will mete out to the eight Liberal 
sister provinces. ‘What you do in the province is your own 
affair,” he said. ‘My attitude is not to interfere with pro- 
vincial matters but to give a square deal to all. The Liberal 
Party stands for provincial rights and the doctrine of non- 
interference with provincial affairs. If Premier Aberhart 
succeeds in his promises he will place all of us under a debt | 
of gratitude. 

“But I want to point out,”’ he warned the Social Credit- 
ers, “that there are Social Credit candidates running in 
many of the federal seats whom we have reason to believe | 
are financed by Conservatives. You won't help any Social 
Credit party by having a few members sitting in opposition 
to the government. Every Social Credit vote cast against 
a Liberal candidate helps to retard progress and fasten Ben- |

NEUTRALITY? 

Premier Aberhart thinks the banks will 
assist him in trying out his dividend plan, or 
seems to think so.

WHY IT DOESN'T WORK 


Hon. H. H. Stevens says the Housing 
Act is a bill for the benefit of mortgage com- 
panies. Hon. E. N. Rhodes responds that it is 
not of much use to them, and not many of them 
are taking advantage of it. 

The real weakness of the legislation, as a 
solver of the housing problem, is that it does not 
put money in anybody's pocket with which to 
build a house or maintain one after it has been 
built. It only makes possible the building of 
houses with borrowed money.’ But people who 
haven't jobs can't borrow money, for that or 
any other purpose, and couldn't maintain houses 
if they had them. 

The first step toward solving the housing 
problem is to get prospective buyers and renters 
of houses back at work for wages. Until] that is 
done a borrowing scheme doesn’t mean anything 
to them, and therefore cannot mean much to 
mortgage companies, carpenters, lumber dealer: 
or anybody else. 

The Housing Act is a good times measure 
introduced in the absence of good times. Natur- 
ally, as Mr. Rhodes says, it is not making much 
of a stir in the building business.

FIGURES FOR MR, BENNETYI 

Mr. Frederic Hurd, Canada's chief trade 
commissioner in the United Kingdom, reports 
through the Commercia) Intelligence Journal, 
the official publication of the department of 
trade and commerce, that for the first quarter 
of 1935 Canada’s exports into the United King- 
dom reached a value of something more than 
£ 11,000,000, say $55,000,000, For the same period 
our imports from the United Kingdom were 
valued at £3,900,000 plus, say $16,000,000. Our 
total trade with Britain for the quarter was 
thus in the neighborhood of $71,000,000; a rate 
of $284,000,000 for this current year 

For the year 1930 our trade with Great Bri- 
tain amounted to $241,000,000. 

Britain, it is due to remember, was in 1931 in 
the commercia] tail-spin which culminated in 
the abandonment of the gold standard, and 
exports and imports were a third less than they 
had been in the preceding year, In 1935 Great 
Britain is still enjoying the remarkable indus- 
trial revival which started two years ago, and 
which resulted in a phenomenal increase in th« 
demand for supplies and materials from abroad

A MISSING ITEM 

Ottawa ten days ago sent a surprise package 
to the Government of Manitoba, in the shape 
of notice that $1,250,000 of federal money is 
now available for building certain highways in 
that province; projects which the Dominion 
Government had definitely turned down a few 
months ago and which had been struck off the 
program for the year. 

The Manitoba Ministers had abandoned ex- 
pectation of getting any help with these projects 
at least until another construction season opens. 
The complete reversal of Ottawa's attitude is 
capable of only one explanation; the announce- 
ment, it was thought, might buy up some badly 
needed support for Mr. Bennett's candidates in 
the constituencies traversed by the highways- 
to-be. 

It is in order to recall a statement made by 
Sir Robert Borden in the House of Commons 
some years ago, since it has direct bearing on 
attempts such as this to influence electors by 
an outpouring of public money when and where 
the expenditure would not otherwise be made: 
“I say that the system of offering bribes to con- 
stituencies in this country is a vicious one, and 
that, so far as I am concerned, I lifted up my 
voice during the last parliament in fayor of the 
prohibition by statute of such acts; and I hope 
some day to see this wrong righted in Canada 
by statute.” 

That is one reform which Sir Robert's suc- 
cessor failed to include in his radio program 
last winter, and has not since added in his 
platform addresses. In view of the sudden de- 
cision to build highways in Manitoba, it seems 
unlikely that he will get around to adding it 
to the program in his subsequent pre-election 
speeches.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

I've just been listening to Premier Bennett 
on the radio and my head is in a whirl. Such 
protestations, such promises, such a rending of 
the ether! 

My memory goes back to the evening of 
June 9, 1930, when I heard him at Winnipeg 

unfold his platform of prom- 
ises for the campaign of that 
year. He impressed me then, 
just as he probably impresses 
people now who do not know 
his dangerous gift for positive 
statement and his passion for 
power. 

Next morning he was still 
in character as we sat in his 
private car speeding to Re- 
gina where he was to speak 

J. S. Cowper that night. Major Herridge 
was on board and Miss Mildred Bennett (now 
Mrs. Herridge). Mr. Bé&hnett apologised for not 
having a drink on board—said he never took 
the stuff and never carried it. He offered me 
a choice of cigars or cigarettes though he said 
he eschewed both. Then he settled down to tell 
me how deeply in earnest he was, and how he 
intended, if he got into power, to put his policies 
into effect “or perish in the attempt.” 

I had the feeling that he meant every word 
of it. I thought “Here’s a man who through 
good luck has inherited vast wealth. At sixty, 
without chick ner child, he suddenly realises 
that money means nothing and service means 
everything.” 

I remembered his passionate dedication of 
himself and his wealth on the altar of service, 
given under dramatic circumstances when he 
received the party leadership in 1927, I thought, 
“Now when wealth palls and the years of his 
prime are numbered, with neither party friends 
nor the care of dependents to consider, he is 
going to use his wealth and his acknowledged 
ability in a great unselfish act of service,” 

Perhaps I was under the intiuence of emo- 
tions stirred by reeding Lowell's poem “Ex- 
treme Unction” on the train en route to Winni- 
peg. I was so impressed, I felt party affiliations 
meant nothing. I not only used my typewriter 
on his behalf but addressed meetings on behalf 
of his candidates from the platforms of the 
Regina and Moose Jaw armories. 

When his supporter, Frank Turnbull, K.C., 
who defeated Hon. Charles Dunning at Regina, 
later announced that Mr. Bennett had spent 
$750,000 to finance the party victory, it rather 
confirmed the feeling that Mr. Bennett had a 
soul above money. 

We begin to apprehend now, how much we 
all were hoodwinked. The man whose heart 
bled for the 117,000 unemployed at that time, 
has added over a million more to the numbers 
of those on relief, and thréatened with machine 
guns and the penitentiary any unemployed who 
dare use the highways to go Ottawa-ward seek- 
ing relief. Far from sacrificing his personal 
fortune, he has added to it as a beneficiary of 
his own “sound money” (i.e., scarce money) 
policy. r 

Riding into power on the scandal of the dis- 
covery that a handful of prominent Quebec 
Liberals had enjoyed the largesse ‘of the pro- 
moter of the Beauharnois hydro-electric pro- 
ject, Mr. Bennett used the enquiry he ordered 
as a means to take away the property from the 
engineer who promoted it, and hand it over to 
rival power monopolists, headed by Sir Herbert 
Holt, From the standpoint of public welfare, 
that was a worse scanda] than the one that drove 
honorable Liberals into “the valley of humilia- 
tion.” 


If I were a novelist—which I am not—I think 
I could build up a plot out of that episode in Mr 
Bennett's private car from Winnipeg on June 
10, 1930, and the situation as it is today. It may 
be all wrong, but it would offer to explain the 
metamorphosis of the Mr. Bennett of June 10, 
1930, into the Mr. Bennett of today. 

Love is the usual theme of the novelist. Next 
to mate-love in the scale of human forces cornes 
the dynastic urge. Napoleon is the classic ex- 
ample, divorcing Josephine for the hope of an 
heir. Historians now have come to regard 
Henry VIII, not as a Bluebeard, but as a mon- 
arch under the compuision of strong dynastic 
urge, ready to change wives and change reli- 
gions if necessary to procure a male heir. 

I remember there was some joking in the 
car about the prospect of Miss Mildred’s mar- 
riage, though her engagement to Major Her- 
ridge was not then announced.

A few weeks later Miss Mildred did marry. 
With Napoleonic gesture, Mr. Bennett made 
his fledgling brother-in-law, with never a min- 
ute’s experience in parliament, Minister to 
Washington. And in.due course young Mr 
Richard Bennett Herridge was announced and 
christened with semi-regal celebrations. 

I've sometimes wondered whether Mr. Ben- 
nett’s decision not to sacrifice his wealth on the 
altar of public service as he publicly pledged 
himself to do, but instead to make money 
scarce and dear, and add to his fortune, came 
with the talk of « peerage and « remainder to 
his nephew and heir. 

If it's @ sign of the times, Mr. Bennett, who 
had the government private railroad car rebuilt 
and christened “Mildred,” recently had the 
name painted out. 

If you're as dazed as I am with the politica) 
bedlam and the vociferous voicing of new 
promises, try working out this puzzle in identi- 
ties.

An excellent reason to desire courage is that 
courage has a definite effect upon. the physical 
body which is good in every way. Courage in- 
variably brings about certain chemical changes 
in your body and these changes are desirable 
ones. Courage will speed up the beating of 

your heart so that you feel 
exhilarated and ready for 
action—it will bring a ting- 
ling sense of power up and 
down your spine so that you 
feel unbeatable. Under the 
impetus of courage, our mus- 
cles respond easily and surely 
—we can move better than 
ordinarily. Courage has a 
physical result which is best 
described by the word “up- 
Dr. F. McCoy jifted.” After 
courage, we feel literally lifted up. When we 
live a constant expression of courage at every 
moment, then we are always lifted above the 
ordinary. We find new reserves of power that 
we can tap at will. 

Courage is a habit. Because it is a habit, 
you can build it within yourself. The estab- 
lishment of this desirable habit rests in your 
hands and yours alone. You must repeat over 
and over those thoughts and those actions which 
are an expression of a courageous attitude. Per- 
haps you have never realized that you can build 
the habit of courage within yourself. Never- 
theless, this is true. 

You must have within you a persistent idea 
of courage. You must put many pictures of 
courage into the unconscious mind. You must 
give the unconscious suggestions of courage and 
the unconscious will then tend to bring about 
the appropriate action which will express that 
courage. Yes, you must encourage the idea of 
courage until you are filled with it. 


A good way to build up the habit of courage 
is to visualize yourself doing a courageous thing. 
See that picture so clearly, so plainly, that each 
detail stands out. Throw away the fear pic- 
tures, the pictures of yourself as being doubt- 
ful and hesitant. Put in their places, pictures of 
yourself as being full of courage. Get back to 
one of the fundamental laws which is that two 
objects can not occupy the same space at the 
same time. This law is also true in the mental 
world. Keep your mind full of pictures of 
courage and it will then be impossible for fear 
pictures to dominate you. I wonder if I have 
made that clear to you—that you must abso- 
lutely have that plain mental picture of your- 
self actually doing things in a courageous way. 
Make that picture just as clear as possible and 
you may rest assured that it will come true. 

There are so many ways of using courage 24 
hours a day, that I strongly urge you to develop 
the habit of courage. Certainly, courage is the 
greatest single aid in banishing doubt, worry, 
depression, discouregement, anxiety and lack 
of confidence. 

Learn how to express courage in the words 
you speak. Act as if you were brimming over 
with courage. Expect courage in yourself. If 
there is some job that you dread, if you have 
not had the courage to face it and get it over 
with—then do that job. Tackle that job right 
now. Have the courage to plunge into that job 
you dislike and know that your courage wil! 
stay with you until you lick that job. 

Seize every opportunity to display courage 
Everything that you do, do courageously. Above 
all, have the courage to go after what you want. 
Have the courage to know that you will get that 
thing. Sometimes it takes a lot of courage to 
come out definitely and say, “I want that.” Have 
the courage to go after what you want and 
know that the way will open in front of you. 

If you will but practice 24 hour a day cour- 
age for the next year, the practical results ob- 
tained will amaze you. Unexpected help will 
come for the reason that people must give a 
helping hand to the man or woman who dis- 
plays courage under adverse circumstances 
They can not help helping you. For that is the 
way we are made. We al) admire courage and 
assist him who displays it. .

On This Date 


On this date in 1836 the royal 
assent was given to a bill passed 
by the legislature of Upper Can- 
ada providing for the establish- 
ment of a penitentiary for that 
province. Even in those early 
days political patronage had its 
power and the advocates of the 
penitentiary argued that the erec- 
tion of the building and its 
maintenance when completed 
would bring money to the com- 
munity in which it was located, 
A conflict arose between various 
places who sought “the plum,” 
but the official choice fell upon 
Kingston, whereupon a substan- 
tial element protested. 

Kingston did not want a peni- 
tentiary—even today Kingston- 
ians will protest that the penal 
institution is at Portsmouth, and 
not in Kingston at all—and these 
opponents found a mouthpiece in 
Dr, E. J. Barker in the very first 
issue of The British Whig. He 
protested vigorously against the 


location of the penitentiary near | 


Kingston, and, indeed, he was op- 
posed to such an instituiton at all.

He pooh-poohed the “benefits” 
that would come from the ex- 
penditure of £56,000 in the dis- 
trict, and said: “It is not too late 
to retrograde, a few pounds of 
gunpowder will efface the shame 
of the province, and half the 
money required for the peniten- 
tiary will build fifty churches or 
a hundred schools and the resi- 
due would endow them.” 


But the protest was in vain. 
The penitentiary was built, and 
ever since it has at intervals been 
the source of political “scandals.” 
In 1856 John A, Macdonald hurled 
charges across the floor of the 
Assembly that there had been 
corruption in the conduct of the 
penitentiary and he and Richard 
Cartwright had a verbal battle, 
which left latent hostility for 
years afterwards. At intervals 
since, the Portsmouth peniten- 
tiary has provoked columns of 
talk in Parliament and columns 
of news and editorial comment in 
newspapers. And Kingston would 
not object if the penitentiary 
were removed elsewhere even 
after a century. 


If It Should Work — 


The manual which William 
Aberhart issued during the recent 
Alberta election is now the only 
official source of information 
which the rest of the world has 


concerning the economic system 
which it is now proposed to intro- 
duce into the province. 

Even assuming that Aberhart’s 
plan is workable, what he will be 
up against in trying to make it 
work may be judged by the ex- 
perience of President Roosevelt 
in the United States. who had 
much greater power than Aber- 
hart and whose new deal was a 
much less ambitious venture than 
Aberhadt's proposed new deal in 
Alberta. 

A few years after the war 
Austria, in desperation over her 
economic condition, tried the 
experiment of giving her mer- 
chants and others sums of money 
on condition that they reduce 
prices to the consumers, espe- 
cially prices of primary neces- 
sities such as food. 

The scheme worked surpris- 
ingly well. There was no serious 
inflation of prices and the coun- 
try began to experience some 
relief from its economic hard- 
ships until foreign bankers 
objected that the Austrian budget 
was not being balanced. 

Colonel Repington, who was 
sent there from England, reported 
that new industries were spring- 
ing up, egriculture was improv- 
ing, and the price of bread had 
come down to a level where the 
poor were able to buy it. 

Then, at the suggestion of the 
international bankers, the Finance 
Committee of the League of Na- 
tions flouted a loan to “rehabil- 
itate” Austria. Austria had to 
epen her accounts for inspection 
and suvervision, re-establish a 
central bank and balance her 
budget with heavy taxation 
under which she is still stagger- 
ing. It is, therefore, impossible 
to say what would have happened 
if the government had been al- 
lowed to conlinue jts experiment 

It seems highly probable that 
Aberhart’s experiment in Alberta 
may be nipped in the bud in 
much the same way as the Aus- 
trian experiment before it can be 
given a fair test. 

In the general outline of the 


proposed system given by Aber- 
hart in his campaign manual 
three fectors are stressed as 
fundamental: 

(1) Basic dividends are to be 
given to every bona fide citizen 
of Alberta in the form of credit 
certificates of a sum large enough 
to cover the bare necessities of 
life. 

(2) A commission will set a so- 
called “just” price for all goods 
and services used by the proy- 
ince. An attempt will be made to 
balance the price value of pro- 
duction and consumption by com- 
pensating the producer when he 
has to sell cheap and compensat- 
ing the consumer when he has to 
buy dear 

(3) An attempt will be made to 
provide for a continuous flow of 
credit, 

In a question and answer sec- 
tion of the manual Aberhart is 
asked where all the money will 
come from to pay dividends to 
every bona fide citizen. His an- 
swer is that this credit will be a 
charge against the natural re- 
sources of the province. 

The question is then raised- 
“Will not the issuance of these 
basic dividends rapidly sink the 
province into an enormous debt? 

The answer given is—“A scien- 
tific system of recovery through 
the cycle of credit will have to be 
introduced at the same time as 
the basic dividends are issued,” 

This “scientific system of re- 
covery through the cycle of 
credit” is explained later as a tax 
levy on profits from unearned in- 
crement on property and on the 
spread in price between producer 
and consumer 

Aberhart believes that the addi- 
tional demand for goods created 
by the distribution of his basic 
dividend to consumers will so in 
crease sales that the recovery of 
funds through taxes will in time 
be sufficient to give the state the 
necessary working capital to 
carry on, 

The program bristles with 
difficulties and problems which, 
in the world as it is, seem almost 
insurmountable, but, should jt. by 
some miracle, successfully pass 
through its initial baptism of fire 
and go far enough to prove work- 
able, its repercussions would be 
sensational.—Toronto Star.
